SPRINGFIELD, Ill., November 8. — Gov. 
Oglesby did not putin an appearance at bis 
office, but remained closeted at his home 
and received no callers up to noon. 

The Governor’s mail this morning consisted 
of over two hundred communications relating 
to the Anarchists. About 11 o’clock his daugh- 
ter came to the office for his telegraphic 
correspondence, which was quite large this 
morning,and while his secretaries will answer 
no questions. Tne rumor is extant that most of 
these telegrams are from prominent citizens 
of Chicago, requesting that their names be 
considered withdrawn from petitions they 
have signed. This change in sentiment is due 
to the Lingg episode. 

A prominent official close to the Governor 
said to-day: ‘‘Itis asignificant and to be re- 
gretted fact that the very men who were 
loudest in their demands last year 
that the Governor should order 
out his militia to shoot down laboring men, 
because they were quietly refusing to work, 
are the first men of financial promi- 
nence to withdraw their moral _  sup- 
port from the Governor in his 
sore dilemma. If they have not come out 
squarely in their cowardice and signed peti- 
tions for clemency, they are evidently afraid 
of violence being done totheir valuable pos- 
sessionsin their city of Chicago, and thus 
lose sight of all principles of justice and right 
in their mad desire to avoid personal loss.’’

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THE CHICAGO JAIL. 


Description of the Buildings in Which the 
Anarchists Are Confined, 


The Criminal Court and County Jail, where 
the seven condemned Anarchists are con- 
fined at Chicago, are located on the east half 
ofthe block bounded by Dearborn avenue, 
and Illinois, Clark and Michigan streets. 

Cut No.1 shows the northeast corner of 


the building. Initis located the insane de- 
partment and some of the officers connected 
with the Criminal Court. The gate on the 
right is the Lilinois street entrance to the jail 
court. It is protected by a massive gate. 
in cut No. 2 Is shown the Illinois street 
side of the jail building. The row of windows 
open up from the north corridor, where the 
Anarchiste are in the habit of taking their 
duily walk and in the east end of which the 
gallows bave always been erected. To the 
left is the large heavy gate éseen on the right 
of cut No. 1) through which the wagon convey- 
ing prisohers to and from the jail enters tne 
jailyard or court. To the‘right is the aliey 
running from Illinois to Michigan st. 

In the centerof the group of buiidingsis a 
square called a court, which is well shown in 
cyt No.3. The spectator looks west. The 
iron steps to the right lead up to the entrance 
to the jail portion of the building.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., November 8.—Over twof 


hundred and fifty letters and petitions were 
received by Gov. Oglesby this morning in 
reference to the Anarchist case, far the 
greater portion being, as usual,from Chicago. 
It is asserted, with confidence, that contrary 


tothe rule heretofore, the proportion of de- 
mands for execution were reatly in 
excess of requests forclemency. This change 
of sentiment has undoubtedly been occasioned 
by the finding of the bombs In Lingg’s cell. A 
State House rumor says that two more threat- 
ening letters were received by the Governor 
this norning, and acco: ding to the invariabie 
custom were promptly consigned to the 
flames. Gov. Oglesby seems a great deal less 
affected by these threatening letters than are 
his friends here in Spr ngfield. 
POSTPONED. 

At about 10:30 this forenoon a caucus was 
heid at the St. Nicholas Hotel by the United 
Labor delegation and its sympathizers, and a 
line of action agreed upon. After considerable 
discussion it was decided not to wait on Gov. 
Oglesby until to-morrow. 


CLOSELY WATCHED. 


Doomed Anarchists at Exercise— 


Lingg’s Cell Searched.

CHICAGO, November 8.—Spies, Parsons, 
Fielden, Schwab, Fischer and Engel were let 
out of their cells at 9o’clock this morning for 
an hour. They stretched their legs in 
the cell-house enclosure. Every movement 
ot the condemned men was watched by the 


bailiffs, one of whom was assigned to each | 


The bailiffs walked up and down 
the exercise space with their charges, 
whom they di not allow more. than 
five or six feetawayfrom them. They were 
alertto prevent any attempt at violence or 
suicide. They were not allowed to approach 
any of the other prisoners. During the 
hour, breakfast was served them. 
While they were eating the bailiffs 
stood at the cell-doors, and watched 
them, and when they were done the 
knives, forks and disbes were 7 re- 
moved. Allthe men except Engel ate with 
tolerable appetite. While tbe men were at ex- 
ercise each cell was searched minutely. 
Nothing suspicious was disclosed. 

Miss Nina Van Zandt and Mrs Fischer were 
the only visitors at the jail except Rev. W. H. 
Bolten of the Methodist Church, Miss Van 
Zandt talked to Spies three or four minutes, 
with a bailiff within hearing distance. 

‘*‘He is like a caged tiger,’’ said Sheriff Mat- 
son, when Lingg was taken from his cel) to 
givethe bailiffs achance to searchit,. Two 
deputies watched him ashe strode up and 
down the examining cage with nervous,restiess 
movements, The jailer took two clocks irom 
the cell, the only plece of metal leit to him. 
As soon as the search was over, Lingg 
was bolted inagain. This isthe first exercise 
he bad been given since the finding of the 
bombs. Eight baskets of grape were brought 
to the jail.

cell faces south and is lighted from windows 
onthe court. The most interesting portion of 
the jail just now is the north corridor between 
the Illinois street wall and the double 
tiers of cells. Here is where all execu- 
tions of the death penalty have taken place, 
and where the seven Anarchiste will be 
hanged unless their sentences are commuted 
by the Governor. The gallows is erected at 
the extreme east end, and as the windows are 
on the second story it will be impossible for 
any one on the outside to see anything of the 
execution.

A CHANGE OF WEAPONS. 


The German Government Adopts a New Re- 
peating Rifle fer the Army. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
BERLIN, November 8.—Hardly has the vast 
army of Germany completed its armament of 
the new repeating rifles than it has been found 


weapons of smaller caliber that an entire 
change is imperatively necessary. A Dew 
pattern has already been decided upon, and 
the manufacture of the new rifle is to be car- 
ried on with the utmostenergy. The infantry 
weapon, the so-called magazine rifle, now to 
be discarded, was perfected only 
last spring, and the reserves were 
but recently called out for the first time 
to learn its use. The inadequacy of the 
rifle only came to light auring these courses 
of musketry instruction to the Re- 
serves. Its defects are partly inherent to the 
rifle itself, and partly to the ammunition hith- 
erto in use. They become especially appar- 
ent when compared with the repeating rifles 
which have been recently adopted by France, 
by Russia, by Austria, England and Holland. 
The chief fault of the German repeater is its 
heavy caliber of eleven millimeters, as against 
the eight millimeters of the French, and an 
average of nine millimeters of the other coun- 
tries. Germany could not adopt this small 
caliber at first, owing to the fact that she 
lacked both suitable powder and bullets. It is 
only recently that she has succeeeded in pro- 
ducing a powder of six times the strength 
of that hitherto in use and inventing a kind 
of steel coating for the bullets, which 
will prevent the present rapid leadening of the 
barrel. The chief advantage of the new pow- 
der in connection with the new small-caliber 
bullets is its superior penetrating effect. The 
bullets will pierce three borses, one beside the 
other. They will penetrate steel plates of 
thirty millimeters in thickness, whereas the 
present rifle pierces only a five-millimeter 
steel plate, The German militarv administra- 
tion therefore considers it absolutely neces- 
sary to introduce the improved weapon as 
soon as possible. The expense is enormous, 
as the existing rifles cannot be altered, as was 
the case with the magazine rifle. Not only 
new frames, but also new barrels will have to 
be made. The Government hopes, indeed, 
then to have a rifle superior to the new French 
one, and especially as the caliber will prob- 
ably be even a little less than eight milll- 
meters ‘

Hearing of the Case Against Caffarel, Mme. 
Limouzin aud Others.

PARIS, November 8.—The first hearing of 
the Caffarel decoration scandal! case before the 
Criminal Tribunal took place yesterday. A 
large crowd was present. Mme, Limouzin, 
the principal female prisoner, was dressed in 
black velvet with a hat covered with black 
plumes.

She subsequently asked him to obtain the red 
ribbon for M.Langlos, a merchant,she offering 
to pay his debts. Caffarel promised to use his 
influence only.

New YORK, November 8.—The weather is 
fair and cool, and this being a legal holiday 
business is entirely suspended. Crowds sur- 
round all the voting places in the 
city and 4 tremendous vote is 
being ‘polled.

THE PRODUCTION GIVEN AT THE STAR 


THEATER LAST EVENING. 


Nym Crinkle Describes His First Impres- 
sions of the Drama—A Series of Wonder- 
ful Stage Pictures—The Novel Mephis- 
topheles of Mr. Irving—How I[t Diffors 
From the Oid German Characterizations

NEw YorK, November 8.—Nothbing that Mr. 
Henry Irving had hitherto done op Our stage 
had exceiled in mechanical cleverness, in 
pictorial ingenuity of arrangement or in ef- 
fective stage contrasts by means of groupings 
and sagaciously planned business than his 
production of ‘‘Faust’’ last night at the Star 
Theater. It may be conceded that few ro- 
mnantic dramatists lend themselves to all the 
possibilities of stage effect or to the liberal 
imazination of the spectator. The supernatural 
element Was never used to better advantage 
and iapocence never stood out so pitiably 
white and pathetic as in the Marguerite of 
Goethe's story against the power of evil, 
working for evil’s sake, with man’s passion. 
Whether we rezard it asa myth or a moral it 
deals with one ofthe profoundest of all wys- 
teries—the mystery of evil—and that has al- 
ways lentita fascination that mere romanti- 


hope to exert. Mr. Irving's return would in 
any case have drawn together an extraordl- 
nary assemblage. 
fable in anew form must have enhanced the 
interest of his opening night. The character 
of the auglience was notably and unusually 
critical. Many scholars and Iiitterateurs, n ot 
often seén ona first night, were conspicuous 
in the parquet and it may be said that the 
distinguished actor drew together all who 
were best able to judge of the correctness, the 
good taste and dramatic excellence of his work. 
We have had Mephistopheles time and again, 
with a guttural German bass. We haye had 
him in Italian andin French, but until last 
night wenever had him squarely set in the 


King's English with all his fendishness, his 


cynicism and his good, 

OLD-FASHIONED, FORKED-TAILED DEVIL 
nature adorned with the affectations, the 
mannerisms, and the broad pronunciation of a 
British melodramatic actor. In an age of 
monodramas and melodramas ‘‘Faust’’ was 
presented to us last night as a chromo-drama. 
It stands out in the recollection of all who saw 
it as a series of pictures which never stopped 
long enough for histrionism. There are no 
less than nine scenes in it,the second act 
alone having six. The story is told in factin 
dissolving views in which the most consum- 
mate skill in the shifting and concentrating of 
colored lights is shown and the most 
exquisite art declared in the use 


of vocal and instrumental music. The whole 
draina moves panoramically. The lights shift, 
the stuge grows dark, the scene changes, the 
organ biares, stealthy and devilish figures fit 
in the shadows, ungelic faces burn out on the 
canvas, the choral voices of the Nuremburg 
peasants floatto us through stone casements; 
the hues of the personages change under the 
colored lights as they talk. The eye wanders 
through quaint streets into innumerable an- 
tique rooms, it rests before cathedral doors 
and roves in the old market-place, and while 
we gaze the stage grows black and the sun 
vanishes. So is the story told in pictures; the 
actors make groups. Nothing can be visu- 
ally more effective. Ofthe acting it must be 
said that in such a representation tiere is 
little room for it. The ear has less to do than 
theeye. Mr. Irving's adapt:«tion and gn} 
tion of Mephistopheles is hardly the tradi- 
tional one. He has taken the edge off the cyn- 
ical sneer of the ‘‘attorney tintellect’’ witha 
trivial banter that at times belittles the per- 
sonnge. It is not the philosophic devil of 
German literature. In the piace of the satur- 
nine flend of old we have & mincing devil, who 
waiks on his toes and makes siy remarks. It 
ig true he sticks to the time out of mind flame- 
colored suit and tall feather in the oap, but 
for some reason he fails to give 
HIS SATANIC MAJESTY 

much dignity or depth. His attempé@ is 
plainly to make him sinuous, crafty and 
sumewhat jaunty and he succeeds in making 
him strongly picturesque by his relation to 
his surroundings and not by virtue of his 
character. He gets against those bits of 
background that wiil throw his pose into re- 
lief. He leers in at the doors, grimaces at the 
symbol of the cross, slinks and shudders at 
the sound of the church beile and stands 
crouching at the foot ofa statue. But it can- 
not be said that his love-making with Martha 
was specic is or subtie or iniernal. It was 
rather that of a bored devil. Nor was his 
temptation of Faust indicative of intellectual 
power so uch as of the possession of thau- 
maturgic means. He depended upon his 
necromancy, not upon his sophistry. In a 
word, the part does not offer Mr. Irving in Lis 
version of the story that opportunity for 
psychologic display whicb he has so admira- 
biy evailed himself of in ‘'The Bells,’’ and 
the: stitution of supernatural effects does 
not save the role from criticism. I confess to 
agreatdealof disappointment tn his (facial 
manner of Ng the part.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 8.—Judge 
Waiker yesterday gave an important ruling of 
particular interest to business men.

In explaining his position in reference to 
commercial union with Canadaand its con- 
sequences, Mr. Chamberlain said: ‘‘In a 
speech made a few days ago, just as 
I was about leaving England, I said 
that if commercial union meant free trade 
between the United States and Canada, and at 
the same time a continuance of protective 
duties on products brougbt into Canada from 
England, undoubtedly any such arrangement 
would cause the English people to reflect on 
the advantages or disadvantnges of continulng 
to shoulder the present responsibilities or of 
severing their relations with Canuda. The 
differences that have arisen with regard to 
the fisheries isthe chief question referred to 
the commission for consideration. There 
may be other questions offered for considera- 
tion. It would be competent to take up the 
Behring’s Sea sealtroubles. Lord Salisbury’s 
proposition to return tothe treaty of Wash- 

ngton was merely a temporary arrangement 
ending a further and fuller discussion of the 
ubject. Itis not open for me to discuss what 
the result of the conference may be and 
I cannot anticipate the discussion. 
The proposition for a commercial treaty is 
only the suggestion of one party. Iam notin 
a position to say how far it commends itself to 
any considerable number of the people. Ido 
not consider that any actual proposal 
has been made. Several Canadian papers 
have taken itup warmly, butI see no ground 
for irritation. Probably there may be some 
misapprehension in regard to my position. 
Whatever may besaid would not in any way 
influence my action. In the course of events, 
the whole matter may be reviewed. The great 
advantage is that it has been generally re- 
garded thatin the case of self-supporting 
colonies of Great Britian, trade follows the 
flag. That advantage taken away, it is diffi- 
cult to see how Great Britain could continue 
the responsibility for their representation 
“and foreign relations and defense. 
I never denied for a moment that while 
Isee noreason why Canada should undertake 
such astep. I can understand why opposition 
would undoubtedly cause the whole relation- 
ship with England to be revised, I never 
offered an opinion whether it would be a good 
thing or a bad thing.’’ 

TUPPER'S BUSINESS. 

‘*Suppose the question of commercial union 
should be excluded from consideration by the 
Oommission, would Canada abide by that?’’ 

Mr. Chamberlain answered: ‘‘The Oanadian 
Government is represented by Sir Charles 
Tupper, than whom there is no one better 
acquainted with the needs of Canada. Prob- 
ably the great body of peoplethere will be 
satisfied with the arrangements made.’’ 

STILL AN ADVANCED LIBERAL. 

‘*Do you still consider yourself a member of 
the advanced wing of the Liberal party?’’ in- 
quired the reporter. 

‘*Yes,’’ was the response, emphatically ex- 
pressed. ; 

Mr. Chamberlain said that no special in- 
structions had been given him bythe British 
Government, his directions being ‘‘only those 
usual in such cases.’’ In reference to the 
questions he particularly favored he made 
these statements: : 

‘*l am averystrong advocate of the dises- 
tablishment of the State Church, entire free- 
dom of schools in primary education, local 
option in relation to liquor‘trafiic, extension 
of local government to all parts of the Unitea 
Kingdom, meaning by that, county govern 
ment, and graduated taxation.’’ 

This latter, he explainéd, was not neces- 
sarily an income tax siinilar to that imposed in 
this country during the civil war. 

‘It might be a house tax,’’ he added; ‘‘a 
larger proportion might be imposed in certain 
cases, as, for instance, urich man would pay 
not only more, but a higher proportion of 
taxes.’’. 

Mr. Chamberlain said he also favored uni- 
versal male suffrage. Household suffrage, as 
at present in force, gave every householder, 
no matter how low, the right to vote, while a 
young man who lived with bis father, no mat- 
ter how rich or how great his ability, had no 
vote. 

‘“‘Manhood suffrage would introduce a 
younger class of voters and increase the num- 
ber, but, however, I do not think it would 
lower the character of politics,’’ declared the 
statesman. 

‘*Whieb question is likely to be first deter- 
mined?’’ 

“It is impossible to predict about our poli- 
ties. Generally the people at home confine 
themselves toone questiqn for atime. The 
Irish question at present occupies attention to 
the exclusion of all other reforms.” 

**Is that agitation likely to last very long?’’ 

‘Ido not think it will be settled in our 
time,’’ answered the opponent of ‘‘the grand 
old man.’’ 

CHAMBERLAIN’S HOME-RULB PLAN. 

**You bave a pian of home rule of your own, 
' have you not?’’ 

**Thave always said that I was prepared, to 
use Mr. Giadstone’s own words, to give: the 
largest possible extension to the local Gov- 
erpment in Ireland consistent with the tuteg- 

rity of the Ewpire, the supremacy of the Im- 
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**Certainly.’’ 

It was suggested that perhaps his views 
had been somewhat misinterpreted on this 
side of the Atlantic. 

‘‘That is very likely,’’ was the only com- 
ment offered. 

Regarding the discussion now going on in 
England on free trade and fair trade, Mr. 
‘‘T have always Yavored 
I speak forthe United Kingdom, 
not in reference to any other country. Ido 
not think that any one has fully defined what 
is meant by fair trade.’’ 

HENRY GEORGE’S THEORY. 

‘‘How is the theory of Henry George re- 

gerded in England and has his single tax doc- 


_ trine made much progress?’’ 


‘*His book was very largely read in England 
and excited a great dea} of attention, or rather 


| admiration, so far as the style is concerned. 
,Iidonotthink his doctrine has made much 


way. He has not many followers there, al- 
though he made some speeches a few years 
ago. Very many people in England favor na- 
tionalization of land, but they do not believe 
in adopting the George method.’’ 

Mr. Chainberlain attaches the greatest im- 
portance to the extension of local govern- 
ment, ‘‘Thave seenso much benefit from 
local government in cities that I am anxiousto 
see it extended to the country,’’ was the way 
he summarized itup. He does nut think that 
socialisin has a very iarge foilowing in England 
or that it is making much headway. The cable 
recently reported him as saying thisin one of 
his recent speeches: 

‘‘There never has been a time in the last 
thirty years when the Irishin America have 
not been willing to use all the privileges which 
had been conceded by their adopted country 
to sow dissension and promote ill-feeling be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States.’’ 

‘Those are not the words 1 used. I said that 
upon some occasionsinthe last thirty years 
Irish- Americans have not hesitated to jeopard- 
ize the interests of their adopted country in 
pursuit of their object. I did not say that they 
invarinbly did, but that there have been oc- 
casions when they did.’’ 


Mr. Chamberlain declared that he knew 


J nothing about detectives accompanying him. 


Asked if any had been provided him here, he 
answered: ‘‘No doubtthe United States will 
take very good care of its guests. It is no mat- 
ter for me to be concerned about. I bave no 
fears.’’ 

As to his immediate plans he said he had as 
yet reached no decision. He will goto Wash- 
ingtonin afew days and has already received 
many social invitations, but none of a public 
character. His intention is to spend some 
time in the United States and Canada in 
search of information. 

‘*IT shall certainly make no speeches on po- 
litical questions while in this country or Can- 
ada,’’ he said, in response toaquery; ‘‘Il do 
not know of any thatI shall make on social 
topics.’’

THE PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION, 


Resume of Last Year’s Work, and Election 
of Directors Last Night. 


The annual meeting of the Provident Asso- 
ciation was held last night at tne Lindell 
Hotel. There were about fifty persons who 
are interested in the work of the society 
present. President Kichard M. Scruggs re- 
ported 2,070 families, or 7,042 persons, were 
assisted last year. The articles distributed 
were 75,105 bushels of coal, 188,496 pounds of 


bread, 38,916 pounds of flour, and 62,424 pounds 
of cornmeal. The association, by baking bread 
in its own ovens and distributing coal in its 
own wagons trom its own depots, had saved 
greatiy over former yeurs. The system of 
buying in large quantities had been a great 
economy. Previous to last year the averaue 
cost per year was $19,000, while last year the 
expenditure was only $14,672.05. This was at 
the rate of $2.08 per person for the winter, or 
50 cents per capita per month. 

Superintendent Frederick Lack reported the 
disp. sition of all the goods contided to his 
care for distribution. An exact statistical rec- 
ord had been kept of all applications for 
relief, the result of which was contained 
in hisreport. The poor of the city he divided 
into ten classes as follows: Those who have 
seén better days; the intemperute; sickness 
of the family supporter; irreguiar or no em- 
ployment; old age; improvident; unclean; 
the unfortunate; the imposter; widows or de- 
serted wives. ‘‘We have found,’’ said Super- 
intendent Lack, ‘‘that the only way to compel 
many to self-support is by summarily cutting 
off all supplies about the Ist of March, 
or as s00n as the weather be- 
comes mild and work plentiful.’’ 
Of the families relieved 1,112 were foreign, 387 
American white, 571 American colored. The 
religion was Protestant, 413; Catholic, 267; no 
religi-n, 1,400. There were 1,002 widows; 276 
whose husbunds were away, and44 who were 
deserted by their husbands.

Denial of the Decree for the Christian Sci- 
ence Institute—An Affirmance With an 
Important Upinion on Religious Corpora- 
tions—The Result of Renting Houses for 
Immoral Purposes—An Administrator’s 
Breach of Bond—Nuggets of Law To- 
Day Under the Dome.

The Christian Science Decree. 


The Court of Appeals to-day aflirmed the de- 
cision of Judge Dillonin refusing a decree of 
incorporation for the St. Louis Institute of 
Christian Science. 
Charles Claflin Allen to be amicus curia@ to ex- 
amine the amended petition. The amicus 
curi@ afterward reported his examination, 
and recommended that the application be de- 
nied because, first, The decree asked for 
would be an attempt tocreate a religious cor- 
poration in violence of section 8, in Article 2, 
of the State Constitution; and, second, It 
would erect a business corporation ‘‘for pecu- 
niary profit,’’ contrary to section 978 and 
other sections of the revised statutes 

The Court of Appeals says: ‘‘The question, 
‘Whatisareligious corporation?’ within the 
meaning of our Constitution, is of rather dif- 
ficult soluégion, and one upon which we haye 
no direct judicial light. The constitutional 
rovision in question declares: ‘That nore 


igious corporation can be established in this | 


State, execpt such as may be created under a 
general lawfor the purpose only of holding 
the titletosuch real estate as may be pre- 
scribed by law for church edifices, parsonages 
and cemeteries.’ It uppears to be implied in 
this lunguage thatacorporation created for 
the purpose of holding the titie toa church 
edifice, parsonage or cemetery would bea re- 
ligious corporation, and W:thin the exceptions 
expressed in the prohibition of the generic 
Class to which it belongs. 

**A religious corporation|within the constitu- 
tional meaning is not necessurily a church, in 
the common acceptation of the term, or even 
a ‘religious society,’ as defined by judicial 
writers. A religious society is said to bea 
‘voluntary association of individuals and 
families united for the purpose of havinga 
common place of worship, and to provide a 
proper teacher to instruct them in religious 
doctrines and duties and to administer the 
ordinances of baptism, etc.’ But it is impos- 
sible to consider our Constitution as requiring 
that all these elements and Conditions shall 
enter into the composition of a ‘religious 
corporation’ in order to bring it within the 
constitut.onal inhibition. It plainly iutends 
to forbid the creation of any corporation 
other than those expressly excepted, whose 
purposes are directly and manifestly 
auxiliary to divine worshipor religious teach- 
ing. This doesn t mean that a corporation 
created for educational or benevolent pur- 
20ses may not hold prayers or impurt re- 
igious instruction to its pupils and votaries 
Without aforfeiture of its charter or a vioila- 
tion of the law. 

‘*‘The constitutional provision under con- 
sideration does notin any degree abridge re- 
ligious freedom, but on the contrary secures 
its universality by withholding special powers 
and privileg:s from any denomination of 
religionistse, gr its adjuncts and coadjutors. 
‘The leading purpose of the intended corpo- 
ration is, tne healing of physical and mental 
diseases. But all the healing is to be ac- 
complished by the supposed eflicacy of are- 
ligious tenet. Take away the religious agency 
and there is literally nothing left wherebv the 
corporatian may effect its purpose. Religion 
is its motive power, and quite as essential to 
allits work asis money to a banking corpo- 
ration, or arailway, cars and locomotives toa 
railroad company. 

‘*‘The other ground of refusal was no less 
proper. By section 978 of the Revised Statues 
itis directed that ‘nu association, society or 
company, formed for pecuniary profit in any

On Saturdry the bank did not have enongh 
money to pay its clearing-house balance, and 
Mr. Specht, one of the directors, and Mr. 
Crecelius, the cashier, called at the Conti- 
nental Bank and obtained a loan of $20,000 from 
Mr. Bullen, the cashier of that inst.tution, on 
good collateral. They said that amount 
would carry them over until Monday. On 
Monday they were surprised to receive a 
notification from the clearing-house that there 
was a $40,000 balance against them. They had 
previously spoken to Mr. Bullen and told him 
that $100,000 would carry. them through their 
trouble. Mr. Bullen and some other ofthe 
banks looked into thelr affairs and came to 
the conclusion thatit would take at least $250,- 
000 to carry them and that they could not ad- 
vance thatamount. The Fifth National then 
paid back $12,000 of the Continental loan and 
gave its note, secured by good collateral for, 
the balance. Then it suspended. It was 
discovered later that the unexpected $40,000 
balance was intwo checks, one for $25,000 and 
the other for $15,000, made by James H. Green, 
attorney for James Green, the Vice-President 
of the bank. James Green is absent from the 
city and James H. Green, his son, holus a 
general power of attorney from him. Hear- 
ing of the condition of the bank, Mr. Green 
tried to check out his father’s deposit. The 
suspension ofthe bank threw out his checks 


with the others which had passed through the 
Clearing-bouse. 
THE BANK'S OFFICERS. 

G. A. Rubelman, who has been acting as 
Vice-President of the bank since Jas. Green 
went to Europe, said to a PostT-DISPATCH re- 
porter yesterday evening thatthe suspension 
wus caused by a clearing-house run. The 
bank, however, had been troubled by the re- 
fusal of a New York bank to honor its draft, 
alithouch the bank was secured by other drafts 
in its possession. 

It had been affected also by the publication 
ofa paragraph saying that the bank’s stock 
was being offered on the street. If they bad 
had time, he said, they could have made ar- 
rangements with other banks to carry on the 
business, aS the conevrn was solvent. The 
draft on the bank came so suddenly, however, 
they were unprepared, and they thought it 
best to shut down for thetime. [He felt confi- 
dent that the depositers would be paid 
in full. The stockholders were liable 
under the law for twice the amount of their 
stock. The bank, he said, would be turned 
over to th@ Government and its affairs wound 
up. It would not resume business. The sick- 
ness of Mr. Overstolz had thrown the bank's 
affairs intosome confusion and this was in 
p: rt responsible for the failure. 

Crecelius, the cashier, was 
cited and nervous state all yesterday.
